It begins to appear that Hollins will have 
to establish a regular branch of the Roanoke 
l ire Department on its campus it the number 
nl fin's continues in the proportion with which 
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to spend their afternoons and evenings fighting 
flies in the Keller and near-ln woods. We must 
realize the danger of living so tar from any 
adequate apparatus. None of us goes around 
setting tire to our homes or friends’ homes, and 
vet some girls seem to think they can throw 
their lighted matches and cigarettes with im- 
punitv about the surroundings of Hollins. 

Another reason for taking more care is 
that our Student Government president has 
pointed out to us that smoking is only on trial 
lie re and that am serious infringement of the 
law or am fire will imperil the privilege, 
which may he withdrawn during or at the end 
of this session it the Administration feels that 
we are not able to carry out our part of the 
agreement. Let us show them that we ap¬ 
preciate the pri\ ilege and can be careful. 

Founder’s Dav, one of the main beautiful 
Hollins traditions, is outstanding as the time 
when one feels the true "spirit of Hollins” 
most keenly. In commemorating the birth of 
our founder, C harles Lewis Cocke, we are re¬ 
minded of those things for which this very 
unique institution has stood. At the banquet in 
the evening, our perspective is widened to in¬ 
clude Hollins as it is, as well as the possibilities 
of the future I lollins. 

The dav's program is completed in a most 
appropriate manner; namely, a Senior Sing, 
with lighted lanterns, on the Library steps. 
And now, to come to the adverse part of my 
criticism, tor the past several years the under¬ 
classmen and Juniors have applauded and have 
also been noisy during this singing. Of course, 
it is nice to appreciate things, but does not 
silence sometimes express a deeper valuation 
than applause? lust suppose "people had 
clapped” when the curtain dropped after the 
Christmas pageant! Lhese occasions are 
analogous to Charles Ryan Kennedy’s and Edith 
W\nn Mathison's performance of "The 
Chastening,” which was practicallv spoiled lor 
some In the applause which followed. As for 
the noise during the singing, I think it must 
have been made thougbtlessl v. I hope that, 
beginning with this year, these minor defects 
will not mar the final feature of Founder’s Day. 


How main, I wonder, think that the paper- 
strewn path to the "1 ” I louse is an added at¬ 
traction to the beautv of Hollins? Last year a 
large trash container was placed half-way 
between school and the " I ” House, and for a 
time—perhaps because it was something new— 
we thought that it was rather novel to throw 
our emptv bags into it, but this year it is only 
an unimportant part of the landscape as far as 
its real purpose is concerned, and we toss our 
paper along the path. Moreover, the creek 
bed, hv the foot bridge, is rapidly filling with 
torn scraps.

AROUND the GLOBE 


Bv a device that measures accurately i/iooo 
length of a ra\ of light, George Joos, Professor 
of Theoretical Physics at Jena University, has 
found new proof of the correctness of Einstein’s 
theor\ of relativitv. Professor Joos finds that 
there is no ether drift, or that the velocity of 
| light is absolute. One of the fundamental as- 
i sumptions of relativity is that this velocity b 
j absolute; that is, that light travels at the same 
speed in all directions.

Lhe severest earthquake and fire in the 
historv of New Zealand swept oxer the beauti 
fill seaport citv of sunny Napier and near-by 
towns on February 5th, resulting in a loss of 
life estimated to be that of about 1,000 persons. 
The general belief was that the region was 
immune from seismic disturbances, and the 
people of Napier were stunned by this earth¬ 
quake that changed even the topography of 
the land. Bluff Hill and other high promon¬ 
tories were tossed by the mighty force into the 
sea.

Higher bonus loans to the needy were ad¬ 
vised bv Owen 1 ). Young when he appeared 
before the Congressional Committee on Feb¬ 
ruary 5th. He said that the issuance of bonds 
necessary to pay the face value, or even the 
present value of the bonus certificates would 
disturb the security market and retard economic 
recovery. He declared that the Government 
owes the veterans their monev and that it 
should go as far as possible in the present 
conditions of the treasury toward giving the 
holders of adjusted service certificates, cash. 
I he proposed plan allows all veterans forty to 
fifty per cent, of the face value of their certificates 
at three and one-halt per cent, interest. Mr. 
Young estimated that about thirty per cent, of 
the total number of veterans would require 
assistance to this extent and that it would cost 
more than $500,000,000 to care for them. Lhe 
way in which Mr. Young has handled these 
controversial issues gave new impetus to the 
discussion of his availabilitv for the Democratic 
Presidency nomination,

I here is another "man without a countrv” 
who, like Edward Everett Hale’s famous 
character, presents quite a problem. Last Octo¬ 
ber, Augustin F. Marti made himself no longer 
welcome in Nicaragua and so he was placed 
on a ship bound for the United States. He was 
not allowed to land. Likewise, Mexico, Guate¬ 
mala, Salvador and Costa Rica, Peru and Chile 
refused to admit him. It is said that ship officers 
are going to try all ports between Panama and 
San Francisco in an effort to land him.

Dr. R. W. Brown 

Delivers Address 

Dr. Roll.) \\ alter Brown, of Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, spoke in the Little Theatre, of 
Hollins College, Monday night, Eebruarv 2, 
1931, on the Romance of Heing a Student. 
Such a lecture was quite an appropriate one for 
the beginning of the new semester and was 
great I v enjoyed by the audience. 

Dr. Brown began bv saving that he had 
discovered there was very little difference be¬ 
tween good and bad people, except that, with 
the same goal of seeking the "bloom of life,” 
the good had been successful and the bad had 
not. " 1 here are three things needful,” he said, 
"if we are to be among the good. Lhe first is 
to bet/in to see." He warned against being 
classed with either those who see and do not 
comprehend or those who wish to appear so¬ 
phisticated and uninterested in seeing and so 
do not see. I here are two reasons for seeing 
things; One is to get them into their true pro¬ 
portion, and the other is to understand their 
significance. 

The second part of Dr. Brown’s advice was 
that we come up to life as if it had an end as 
well as a beginning. By this he meant that we 
should come to feel the passing of time and 
the necessity of concentrating on the task in 
hand, and not waste time in the doing of it. 
He said that the two requisites for genius are 
enthusiasm and wisdom, but that the combina¬ 
tion of the two is rare; these two representing 
how to concentrate and what to concentrate on. 

The third thing is to save up things you 
want to remember. In connection with this 
point, Dr. Brown presented two pictures of old 
age, one filled with remorse, the other busy at 
his work, which leaves no time for regrets. His 
illustration for the latter tvpe was George 
Herbert Palmer, at eighty-eight years of age 
and the author of two great books since he com¬ 
pleted his plans for his life.

Murrow Summarizes 

Atlanta Congress 

After a week of many stormy sessions, in 
which a panorama of student opinion from 
every section of the United States was voiced, 
the Sixth Annual Congress of the National 
Student Federation of America, at Atlanta, 
Georgia, came to a close Saturday of last week. 

More than 250 student leaders from ap¬ 
proximately 175 institutions brought the regis¬ 
tration to the highest point in the history of the 
organization, and provided a difficult housing 
problem for the host schools, Georgia School of 
Technology and Agnes Scott College for 
Women. 

In summarizing the high points of the 
student president conclave, E. R. Murrow, 
President of the Federation in 1930 and re¬ 
elected for 1931, declared that he was happy 
that his faith in the students of the country had 
been justified by the outcome of the sessions. 

\\ e attempted in the Atlanta conference to 
give students an opportunity for self-expression 
on problems of national and international in¬ 
terest as well as to provide a clearing-house for 
ideas on campus and extra-curricular activity, 
rather than force the delegates to sit through 
several long lectures on a variety of unrelated 
subjects. 

"h rom a national and international point of 
view the tariff and its relation to the present 
economic depression was presented by a 
representative Republican, the Hon. D. W. 
Davis, former Governor of Idaho, bv former 
Governor Nellie E. Ross, of Wyoming, now 
\ ice ( hairman of the Democratic National 
( ommittee, and by Norman I homas, prominent 
New \ ork Socialist and Socialistic candidate 
for President in 1928. T he discussion following 
these addresses was brought to a climax in 
a questionnaire circulated toward the end of 
the ( ongress. In addition to questions on the 
tariff problem, it brought out a cross-section 
of student opinion on disarmament, the World 
( onrt, Soviet Russia, World War debts, prohibi¬ 
tion, political parties, government ownership 
and unemployment insurance. 

“from the point of view of the individual 
campus problems, the outstanding features of 
the (’ongress program were the discussions on 
collegiate athletics led by Earl Dunlap, Student 
President of Georgia Tech and Captain of the 
1 93 ° football team, and publications headed bv 
Lewis Gough, Student President of the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California.”—A'.
